Less Effect in Britain Than

Constantinople, Oct- 2.—All mtn 
between the agea of 30 and 50 m 
that part of Thrace which is under 
the jurisdiction of the Constantinople 
Government are being recruited for 
the Turkish army. 

Forced "rt Retire. 

Constantinople, Oct. 2.—A band of 
800 Turkish irregulars crossed the 
bo rder of Thrace'at S\nok. northwest 
-of- BITi vTi- t forty-miles west of Con¬ 
stantinople) and attacked the look¬ 
out posts. They were being forced 
to .withdraw when reinforcements 
arrived and the Turks were thrown 
back across the boundary.

London. Oct. 2.—An amazing mani¬ 
festo from the National Joint I«abor 
Council informing the Government of 
the imminence of a threatening up¬ 
heaval has been coldly received and 
is regarded in well-informed quarters 
as a political moVe. Kven The I»n- 
don Star declares, the manifesto is 
too late and of little practical use.

Turkish Nationalist Assembly Unanimously Approves 
Action of Mustapha Kemal In Agreeing to Con- 
T ference Proposal. 


Urged by a religious fervor that 
apparently bordered on actual de¬ 
mentia, the morning service at St. 
John's 'Church yesterday narrowly 
escaped interruption when Simon 
Kamenchikov, a Russian Doukhobor. 
—flitted down the north aisle to the 
leeturn, and there cried “Christ Is 
Resurrected." 

Simultaneously with this proclama¬ 
tion of fukth the fanatic thr^w up his 
arm*. in one of which he brandished 
h staff, arid released his sole cover¬ 
ing. a white, winding sheet. Ushers 
who had followed him from the door 
of the vestibule caught the man at 
this point and pulled the sheet over 
him in time to save an embarrassing 
situation. The Rev. F; A. I*. Chad¬ 
wick, the r Ttector. who was entering 
upon the Communion service at the 
moment, carried on the service with¬ 
out pause. 

With his sheet wrapped ar ound 
him. an overcoat thrown over his 
shoulders, and surrounded by ushers 
and wardens. HimOn Kamenchlkov 
was led quietly up the isle to an 
outer room, here he was made to 
dress, laiter the police were re¬ 
quested to take care of the man. and 
he was lodged in the station for 
medical examination. 

Eluded Wardens. 

Shortly after 11.30 Kamenchikov 
slipped quietly into the vestibule at 
the ehurch entrance, and there ex¬ 
changed his clothing for a winding

Toronto, Oct. 2.—The Methodist

I^ondon, Oct. 2 (Canadian Press Ca¬ 
ble)- That Mrs. Lloyd George, the 
wife, of the British Prime Minister, 
does not share the views recently 
loudly expressed regarding her hus¬ 
band’s desire for war is apparent 
from a speech she made Saturday at 
the opening of a baxaar in Birming¬ 
ham. 

She deplored the anxiety of some 
persons to light again and expressed 
the fervent hope that the Govern¬ 
ment would be able to stop them. Bhe 
said the prime Minister was doing 
his best to that end. and had in fact 
decided to devote the rest of his life 
to securing peace among the nations.

These drawing* and painting* of 
the later Palaeolithic people went on 
through a long period of time, and 
present wide fluctuations in artlatic 
merit. In its early stages the draw¬ 
ing la often primitive like the draw¬ 
ing of clever children; quadrupeds 
are usually drawn with one hind leg 
and one fore leg. as children draw 
them to this. day. The legs on the 
other side were too much for the ar¬ 
tist's technique. Possibly the flrtt 
drawings began as children's fee^in 
out of idle acratchings. The savage 
scratched with a flint on a smooth 
rook surface, and wa* reminded of 
some line or gesture: But their solid 
carvings betray a complete incapac¬ 
ity to group animals.
